Information Disclosure Statement 


1 . The information disclosure statement filed on 3/30/2007 has been considered. 

2. The amendment filed on 8/25/2006 is improper under 37 CFR 1.173. Strike 
throughs are not used under 37 CFR 1.173. In addition, the amendment must be in 
relation to the issued patent not to previous amendments. 

3. In the oath and declaration filed on 7/5/2001 , the changing of "a signal error" to - 
logical value - constitutes the valid error which arguably makes the patent inoperative 
or invalid. Hence, a supplemental declaration under MPEP 1414.01 is needed to correct 
all the errors corrected since the original declaration was filed. 

4. The IDS filed on 10/15/2003, references DU and DX are missing. Copies of the 
aforementioned reference are requested in response to this office action. 


5. Claims 1-3, 6-7, 10-1 153 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome issues set forth in this Office action.
